we abide o ur time, we are to have this 
pro perty ho nestly . In o ne sense this 
was a new co untry —in ano ther it was 
no t. 
I t had impro ved o n the kno wl­ 
edge o f past ages-in th a t respect it 
was o ld. Feudalism and the institu­ 
tio ns o f the o ld wo rld were no t to ap 
pear,to make the millio ns slave fo r the 
few.
